It is impossible to get any i formation 
about the Georgia securities in thie market. | 
The whole matter is kept within the exclu 
sive knowledge of the State's agent, and lie 
acts under Governor DBuilock’s instructions 
ere seems to be litte activity in the sego- 
2 tiation of Georgia bonds. A few are sold 
daily, but the general belief prevails tha! 
ther? are no large transactions in them. 
Many capitalists will not touch them while 
the Bullock administration isin power. The 
change of rule in Georgia would place our 
bonds at the wp of the market. A general 
opinion exists, that Georgia is the foremost 
State of the Bouth, and has a rare future 
before her. Her pesources are believed to be 
unequalled. Ail. tbat is necessary to com- 
plete her supremacy in the financial world, ix 
a gocd, honest government. But while we 
have the present adiministration, there will 
be a distrust that rust affect us. 

OUR OLD AGENT. 

Mr. Lowry, President of the Dank of th 
Republic, was for years the financial agent of 
Georgia in New York. Upon the advent 
into power of the Bullock dynasty he ceasec 
tobe agent. Ile isa fine looking old gentle- 
man, with a stout form, a handsome face, 
long, silvery dark, bright eyes, and 
frank engaging address, He has ahigh opin 
jon of Governor Jenkins. The present lati- 
tudinarian way of administering the Stat 
finances seems not exactly in conformity 
with his views, and he holds aloof from the 
present State issues. Governor Bullock“ 
plan of ignoring the State Treasurer, and 
using the State funds on his own warrant, 
is such an innovation upon the practice of 
previous Governors, is #0 outside the require- 
ments of the law, and atthe same time 
fraught with possibilities of fraud, that he 
finds jt difficult to regard favorably the pres 
ent financial transactions of the State. This 
feeling prevails very largely. Mr. Lowry 
takes a deep interest in Georgia. 

THM PRESENT #VATE AGENT, 
Mr. Henry Clews, of the famous banking 
house of Henry Clews & Co,, with its large 
businces and continental branches, is the 
financial agent for Georgia now, and carries 
Within his active brain more information 
about the financial condition of the State 
than any other man, unless it is our handsome 
Excellency, Rufus the Great. Mr. Clews is u 
lithe, active little gentleman of apparent); 
forty-five years of age, partially bald, polite, 
resticas, animated, quick spoken, and brim- 
ing over with vitality. Lis dark eyes move 
unceasingly. His face is a very vpen one, 
In conversation, he is ready, voluble, pointed 
and interesting. He has evidently a head 
and will of his own. Ile carries the burden 
of our State finances uneasily, I think. [le 
professes to feel a decp interest in the South, 
and claims to have helped a good many of 
our leading enterprises. Though a prominent 
Republican, he yet declares for a liberal 
policy to lie to think that 
our people in Georgia have not done the 
fair thing in fighting Governor Bullock“ 
issues of bond, and that our course 
indicated a very reprehensible tendency to 
repudiation. Ile seems disposed to hold the 
people responsible for the distrust of Bul- 
lock’s securities, instead of Governor Bul- 
lock. He thinks the proper policy is for the 
press to be silent upon these financial mat- 
ters, and let the Legislature look into any 
alleged irregularities. I presented the view 
that it was highly honorable for the people to 
put the capitalists upon théir guard as to the 
irregularities in our bonds, so that there 
might be no ignorant investments. This was 
the very opposite of the spirit of repudia 
tion. The State sought no exemption from 
ita hones? indebtedness, But it did seek to 
put the world upon notice as to the furtlier 
epread of any irregular securities. This 
must result, not in the injury, but in the ulti- 
mate vitalization of the State credit. The 
simple cure is for the Governor to track the 


law. 
STATE ROAD MORTGAGE BONDs. 


I have been informed that Governor Bul- 
lock contemplated the additional issue of 
State Road Mortgage bonds over the 63.600. 
000 authorized by the law passed during 
Governor Jenkins’ administration, but the 
law was so explicit he did not dare do it. 
Asit was, he used $614,500 of these bonds 
that were not used by Governor Jenkins, and 
has been claiming this sum as a part of the 
indebtedness of Governor Jenkins’ adminis- 
tration, while it is a legitimate part of his 
own. It is this sort of duplicity that has 
taunted his administration. I fave also been 
informed that when he sought possession of 
the $614,500 of State Road Mortgage bonds 
for use, they were refused to him unless he 
would sign them. This he at first declined 
to do, and sought to get possession without 
it. The State Trustees of these bonds, under 
high legal advice, refused to give them up 
without this formality, and Governor Bullock 
finally gave in, signed and used them, and 
now saddles them on Governor Jenkins 
When it is further known that this 63. 
500,000 of State indebtedness, which con- 
stitutes the burden af the debt created by 
Governor Jenkins, was an extraordinary ex- 
pense, outside of the regular line of public 
affairs—a fund appropriated to rebuild the 
Btate Road which had been destroyed by the 
wur, and which had to be revived under the 
first administration—it will be“ understood 
how unfair it is to insert it ina comparison 
of the two administrations, As bas been
